He congratulated his hearers 
that good hod come out of evil and that 
prooihad been afforded that in times of 
national difliculty party distinctions 
vanished and the old spirit of English- 
men was not dead. The resources o( the 
lOiiiinie were never better prepared for 
any contingency. 

'riio Chronicle has advices from I<]clunks 
dated Wednesday saying that a formal 
meeting of new Ashanteo envoys with 
Captain Stewart, of the I3ritiah expedi- 
tion, has taken place at Oradasu, and 
tluit the envoys have yielded on behalf 
of the Asbantee, acce])ting all the Brit- 
isli terinr for peace. "Tlius tho cam- 
l)aign lias ended," the Chronicle's dis- 
patch adds, " without a shot being fired. 
Tlie British force will enter Ooomassie 
on Friday." The Chronicle declares 
this news to be absolutely trustworthy, 
despite the fact that the war office has 
no confirmation of it. 

A despatch to the Times from Capo 
Town says Governor Robertson, wlio is 
at Pretoria, has telegraphed to the 
Premier of Cape Colony that Dr. .Jame- 
son and his ollicers will bo handed over 
on terms apjjroved by tlie British gov- 
ernment. All of the rank and file not 
domiciled in Soulli Africa will be dis- 
charged and 6ent to tiicir homes. 

Jt is announced from Pretoria the 
Times despatch continues: "That 
Messrs. Phillips, John Hays Hammond, 
irrar, and Col. Rhodes, brother of 
Cecil Khodea, will not be allowed to 
speak to the other prisoners, or to each 
other." 

The Daily Telegraph has a deB|)atch 
from Capo Town, which says: "Tho 
Uitlaiiders who have been arrested will 
rohalily Ije finetl .tL',000 each. Tho 
loaders will bo sentenced to five years' 
iiiiprisonnient, l)utit is likel}- that when 
the excitement has abated President 
Kruger will liheriite and banish them." 

The Rome correspondenf of the Cludn- 
icle says : "The Pope has made a scini- 
ollicial projjosi^l to Presiilent Clevehuul 
to arbitrate tlie Venezuelan question." 

Tenders have been asked for the con- 
Fitruction of only five, not ten third class 
cruiseiK, as previously announced. 

The Graphic tiiis morning editorially 
says: "Why not make tlie jMonroo 
doctrine the subject of a formal treaty 
between JOiigland and America'/ Such

Uncalled For Criticism by Mr, 
Laurler of the. Government's 
Measure of Precaution. 



Mr. Foster Eloquently States the 
Sentiments of Canadians 
Towards the Empire. 



(Special to tlie Ooi.o.sist.) 
(Ottawa, Jan. — In the House of 
Commons this afternoon, discussing the 
passape in the speech from the throne 
in which reference was made to the ne- 
cessity of putting the militia and de- 
fences of the country in a proper state 
of efliciency, Hon. Wilfrid Laurier, 
leader of the opposition, said that while 
he coincided with tlie government in 
so far as the desirability of taking all 
precautions went.he feared that the gov- 
ernment had inserted tbe paragraph 
in a spirit of jingoism. Tbe Liberal 
party believed that the militia should be 
armed with tbe best weapons, as to 
send them into actual service with tbe 
old Snider-Enfield rifle, with which 
four-fifths of the militia are armed, 
would be little short of murder. A 
ajieedy change should be made in the 
weapon of the force. Canada's motto, 
lie said, should be "Defence, not de- 
fiance." 

Hon. G. v.. Foster, leader of the House 
of Commons, said that Mr. Laurier had 
voiced the sentiment of the whole house 
and of the country. It wan the duty of 
parliament to put tiio best and newest 
arms in the bands of the militia and to 
see that they were well taken care ot 
and equipped in tbis respect. It was 
not correct, however, for Mr. Laurier to 
say that the speech from the throne in- 
dicates something of a jingo policy, the 
passage criticised being simply the 
straightforward statemen t of the govern- 
ment's intentions. 

" At the present juncture," continued 
.Mr. Foster, " no person in Canada, 
whatever may be said at other times, 
wlio loves his country and who desires 
jiea-.ie and prosperity, can think of 
bre;Hliing the fijiirit of defiance or jingo- 
ism. It is as far remote as possible 
from the sensible and well meant 
sentiment of this country, which 
while it respects other countries, feels 
the necessity for its own strength in 
arms, feels in its heart its full purpose 
to defend tbis country and stand by it 
whenever it is threatened. It feels its 
own caliuness, force and strength, which 
does not ask for declaration, and does 
not fiaunt in defiance. But he would 
not read the signs of the times aright in 
these troublous days — when the 
great mother Fbnpiro stands splen- 
didly isohited in Europe, with in- 
terests stretching over the wide 
worl(i, with a commerce the greatest 
any nation ever has possessed — who did 
not feel as Britain feels to-day. Tin; 
country's weal must base itself upon 
strong" arms and Willing loyal hearts 
from one end of the Empire to tbe 
other. It is the right and duty of 
Hi itdiip, of Britain herself and of every 
dependency that belongs to her, to be 
rcadv as well as steady in its sentiments ■ 
of loyalty and admiration of tbe Empire } 
as a whole. i 

" It is in this spirit, and not in any! 
spirit that asks for war, that that modest 
reference was i)laccd in tlie speech from 
the throne. In pursuance 01 that, it is 
the (Ictenninatioii of this goveriiiiient to ^ 
iilac(! the militia and defences of this j 
(:ountry, so far as it can possibly lie done 
by Canada, into a state which is ado- I 
quate to the feeling, the interest and the j 
security of this country in itself and as I 
a part of the Fbnpire." j 

AVhat the Speech contains is simply | 
this: " Your attontion will be asked to 
measures intended to provide for the 
better arming of our militia and the 

strengthening of Canadian defences.'' 



Laurier Still Dodging- the School 
Issue While Criticizing' the 
Government's Policy. . 



Tapper the Baronet to Be Opposed 
to Delay, His Entry to 
the Commons. 



Sir Ilibbert Oftered' tho Hiffh Com- 
missioner's Post hut Kcinaiiis 
for Service Here.

Ottawa, Jan. 10. — Sir Charles Tup- 
per. Bart., did not get away to Montreal 
last evening as intended, but will re- 
main hero until to-morrow. On Mon- 
day be will address tho board of trade in 
Montreal, thence proceeding to Cajjc 
Breton to prepare for the campaign 
there. Nomination has been fixed for 
January 28 and polling for February 4, 
and tbougli the constituency is a strong- 
ly lOonservative one tbe opposition 
will make a fight with the object of 
delaying by a week Sir Charles' entry to 
tiie house. There will he no appoint- 
ment to the office of High Commissioner, 
but as in 1887-Sfi, when ho returned to 
Canada and became Minister of Finance, 
Sir Chr.rles will for the present admin- 
ister the ofliLC from Ottawa in addition 
to his new duties as Secretary of State. 
Tlie office 01 High Commissioner was of- 
fered to Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 
when he gave up his jilace 
in the government to per- 
mit of tbe re-entry of his 
father, but Sir Hibbert prefers to re- 
main in Canada to render to his party in 
the House and country the valuable ser- 
vice of which he is capable. 

The debate in tbe Commons upon the 
address in reply to the speech from the 
throne commenced to-day, the mover 
being Mr. Powell of Westmoreland, and 
tbe seconder Mr. McGUlivray of 
North Ontario. Mr. Laurier followed, 
abusing the government because of 
their school policy, without taking any 
definite position himself. Mr. Foster, 
as leader of tho government in the 
house, ably replied to Laurier, taunting 
him with lieing afraid to make a manly 
ilec'aration on the school question, but 
reminding the fjiberal leader that he 
will soon be compelled to face the issue. 
Sir Richard Cartwrigbt next spoke and 
was replied to by Hon. A. R. Dickey, 
after whicli the debate was adjourned. 

One of the measures to be pressed 
this session will be tbe bill to render 
compulsory the branding of cheese with 
the date of make. 

Hon. E. G. Prior made his debut as a 
cabinet minister at the first meeting of 
the re-organized ministry, yesterday.

Bkui-in, Jan. 16. — In the reichstag to- 
da3' during the discussion of Count von 
Kanitz's moposal for the eatablisbment 
of a government grain monopoly the 
Count denied that it would raise tbe 
price of bread. He also said that tbe 
scheme was not socialistic, and that its 
object was to benefit tbe peasantry. He 
concluded with tbe remark: "The gov- 
ernment may look on while the country 
is being desolated, liut we want deeds 
aud not words." (Prolonged applause.) 

Baron von BiebcrHtein, minister of 
foreign affairs, replying to Count von 
Kanitz, said that tho latter's motion 
had crcafcii cxiiectaMons which could 
not be realized and had aroused anxiety 
and mistrust. He denied the existenco 
of universal distress, and asserted that 
what distress existed was not due to ihe 
commercial treaties. • He classed Count 
von Kanitz's proposal for a government 
grain monopoly as being Utterly impos- 
sible and imiuacticable from a politico- 
conimercialstandpoint,and added that it 
must lie regarded with the greatest iiiis- 
trust from a [lolitico-social standpoint. 
Baron von Bieberstein continuing, said 
that Count von Ivaiiitz's scheme would 
involve not merely the revision, but tbe 
negotiation of treaties. Moreover, tbe 
Emperor could 110 more guarantee a 
normal rate of wages. The government's 
policy in taking action whenever ad- 
visable would, in bis opinion, gain less 
votes, but would be more certain of suc- 
cess than the great remedies of the 
Agrarians. 

'The Centrist leader, Herr von Galen, 
formally announced that the Centre 
jiarty was in favor of the absolute rejcc- 
tion of Count von Kanitz's scheme. 

Count von Bismarck was listened to 
by a full house as he arose to speak. 
He opposed tho measure as a mnkeahift, 
like a protective; customs tarill'. The 
agrarian minor remedies, he said, were 
not worth much. Tliero was a genorul 
tendency towards iirotection even in 
Great Britain. Tbe idea prevailed, he 
asserted, to unite South Africa and tbe 
protected territories into one economic 
region, and with the other Britisli 
colonies to establish a protective tariil' 
against tbe whole world, He concluded 
that the firmest foundation of the Fan- 
l)ire lay in a stati onary i>opula tion.

The smelter at Pilot Day is reported in 
active operation again after being close'd 
down tor a few days.' 

Charles L. Arnold has sold his one- 
sixth in the Lucky Jim to E. J. Mat- 
thews, who represents the Omaha and 
Grant smelter. Tlie sale was negotiated 
three months ago tlu; price being .t5,000, 
Tlie first iiayment of 1.'5 per cent, was 
made last week. The balance of i)ur- 
cliase money is to be paid in six and 
twelve months. 

During the year 1805 the Alamo ship- 
ped 05 car loads of concentrati^s. Ke- 
turns from Slot these have been receiv- 
ed. They amount to $175,i!l.'2. Taking 
a car loiul at 'iO tons this gives a value ot 
lietween ^W-i and .$105 to the ton. The 
cost of the mine, with flumes, concen- 
trator, tramway, roads, etc., amounted 
to .$125,000. A dividend of $;!5,00() was 
ileclared last fall, and another, ot which 
the amount is not li.\;ed, will be declar- 
ed either during this or next month. 

The Idaho mine, which is adjacent to 
the Alamo and belongs practically to the 
same parties, has shipped 1,400 tons dur- 
ing the year valued at .$100 a ton.

20 miles west of 
Fort Steele, in lOast Kootenay, will be a 
sliip])er this year as snon as navigation 
opens on Kootenay river.

THE U. S. .SENATE. 

Interesting Foreign Questions Which En- 
Raged ttie Attention of the Mem- 
bers Yesterday. 

WAsniNGTON, Jan. 16. — Foreign <jues- 
tions received considerable "ttentiem in 
the United States senate to-day. Mr. 
Hale spoke for an hour in favor of a 
cable connecling llie rnite<l States and 
Hawaii. He expressed the opinion Uiat 
the annexation of the Hawaiian islands 
to the Uiiiteil States was certain to he 
accom[)lishe(l at an early date. 

The Cuban (jueslion was l)riefly dis- 
cussed in I'onnectiun with .Mr. Call's re- 
Bolntion calling on tlii^ slate department 
for infonrialion on the stal ns ol' the Uft- 
rising. 

Tlie Monroi; doc'lrine also rcu'cived at- 
tention in a resolution hy .Mr. Sewell, of 
New .ler.-icy, declaring the limitations of 
the doctrine, and stating that President 
Cleveland's attitude was an extension of 
the4octrine'beyond its original scope. 

A i^sdlution was adopted asking the 
state de^>artment forfu.rtlier information 
on Tarkish- Armenian afTairs.

ENGLAND AND THE U. S. 

Rt, Hon. J>Ir. Balfour Fails 4o Understand 
What the Quarrel is About— Would 
Not Annex Venezuela. 

Lo.NDo.N, Jan. 16.— lU. Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, First Lord of tbe Treasury, speak- 
ing at Manchester last night, said that 
it was not in human nature that the. 
present condition of things in the Trans- 
vaal should continue. He was sanguine 
that Presiilent Kriiger would recognise 
the importance of giving the' long prom- 
ised retorins of the coiistiLution. 
Whether it was called "suzerainty" or 
not , there could be no mistake that we 
Hitrollcd the external relations of the 
ransvaal,and wouldadmitof noforeign 
iuterl'erence ; and, further," he believed 
, that no foreign country was'iirepared to 
dispute that doctrine. Having highly 
comijliiiiented the Colonial Secretary, 
Mr. Chamberlain, he turned to Vene- 
zuela, andeaid that nobody here wanted 
to run contrary to the Monroe doctrine. 

He continued, that if Venezuela had 
odered herself for annexation to Great 
Britain, any British statesman would 
decline such an honor. Therefore he 
failed to uiulersland what the quarrel 
was about. It would he hard, indeed, if 
the coniinon sense of the .\nglo-Saxon 
race were unable to settle the dispute 
without recourse to war. Iledid imt be- 
lieve there was a ijossibility of war, but 
there was never a moment in the recent 
history of the country when it possessed 
a better (iglitine machine. Mr. Balfour 
asserted thai, the British government 
had heartily concurred in the Monroe 
doctrine seventy years ago, and he be- 
lieved that if they were to ransack Eng- 
land from end to end, search the most 
private documents in the foi%ign office 
since then, examine the ministers and 
the ordinary iinblic or even the lunatics, 
it would lie imj)nssible to find a single 
individual who ever desired to see what 
w'luld be ('ailed a forward policy adopted 
by Great Britain either in North or 
South .\merica. 

Mr. Balfour referred long and elo- 
(luently t(i the hcjrrors of a war between 
England and the I'liited .States, but he 
said that he felt obliged to admit sor- 
rowfully that many .Vmericans seemed 
lightly to regard such a war as the ex- 
hilarating exercise of a gentle national 
stimulus. "To me," said Mr. Bal- 
four, " that is a terrible, distressing and 
a horrible point of view. I will never 
believe that any large section of the Am- 
erican nation will permanently adopt 
such a view. We may be dreamers, but 
tbe time must come when some states- 
man of authority more fortunate than 
President Mnroe, will lay down the 
doctrine that between the JOnglish- 
s|)eaking peojile war is impossible and 
tliat anyone endangering the jieace will 
have committed a crime against civiliza- 
tion. May no English party ever have 
the responsibility of that crime heavy 
uixui their souls." 

The Daily News and the Chronicle, 
lx»th Liberal, commenting on Balfour's 
speech, complain that he has proposed 
no solution of the Venezuelan trouble.

THE MANITOBA ELECTION. 

As y> as universally expected, the Gov- 
ernment of Manitoba has been sustained 
by a awooiiing nuijority. Tlie election 
shows tliiit tlie iiiajority of the peoi)le 
approve of tlie actinii of the nmjority of 
tlie I>egisl;Uuro witli re^iiect to its treat- 
ment of the denominational minority. 
But the decision of the people of Mani- 
toba at the polls does not in any re- 
spect affect the principle involved in the 
]\ranitoba school qiJestiou. 

Are the ri<;lits of denominational 
minorities in llio Provinces under 
the constitution to be preserved 
and respected ? is the question 
now to be decided by the Parliament of 
the Dominion. The majority in Mani- 
toba have decided to treat the minority 
in a certain way. The Manitoba minor- 
ity have protested against this treatment, 
and liave in the way prescribed by the 
constitution both of ihe Province and 
the Dominion appealed to tlie Ciovern- 
ment of the Dominion for a remedy for 
the grievance from which they are suf- 
fering. It is evident tliat tlio Manitoba 
majority, being one of the parties to tlie 
dispute, cannot settle it in their own 
favor. Tlie dispute between them and 
tlie minority, if not settled amicably, 
must go to the tribunal appointed by the 
constitution to decide it. 

The majority and the minority in 
Manitoba are in the position of litigants. 
The minority say that they have suffer- 
ed injury at the hands of the majority. 
The majority liave denied that the min- 
ority have suffered any injury. The 
coinplaiiiiny; party ui)])e;iled to the pro- 
per authority, whicli decided that the 
• appeal was well founded, that injury 
has been inflicted. In due course the 
complaint of the minority must be sub- 
mitted to the court of last resort 
— the l^arliament of tlie Dominion. 
At this stage the majority see lit to 
make a most emphatic ])rotest. They 
decla.'C again in the strongest possible 
terms that the minority have not been 
injured. I3ut anyone can see that the 
protest and declaration of one of the 
parties or litigants does not affect the 
merits of the case in the slightest degree. 
If a suit could be affected by vigorous 
kicking liy either of the parlies con- 
cerned before it conie.s to trial the courts 
would have very little to do. The Mani- 
toba majority at this moment 
occupy the position of a kick- 
ing suitor. The case is in 
progress, on its way to trial, and the 
majority apparently expect to put a 
fitoD to the ))roceetiiiigs by this election. 
Jiut their case in jirecisely the same as 
it was a week ago. 

It is evidently generally understood 
that the decision of the Manitoba school 
question lies with the Government of 
the Dominion, This is a serious mis- 
take. The Government of the Domin- 
ion cannot decide it. It has no jiowcr 
to coerce Manitoba. The iitnioht it can 
do is to submit a measure to i'arlla- 
ment providing what it considers a 
remedy for the grievance of which the 
Manitoba minority complain. In doing 
this it takes its life in its hand. It is 
lor Parliament to accept or reject the 
Government's measure. If it rejects 
that measure the Government dies. 
And it is undoubtedly within the power 
of Parliament to reject it. As a matter 
of fact, no one can tell at thin moment 
whether Parliament will accept or rii- 
jeot the Government's remedial law, 
Tlie Government having taken upon it- 
self the responsibility of the measure, 
must abide by the decision of Parlia- 
ment. 

Till! (iual ileei,'iion,tlion, of the Manitoba 
school question rests not with the Gov- 
'ernmont but with Parliament. The 



authority of the Government in the mat- 
ter ends when it submits ittj measure to 
the represent^itivea of the peojdo oi the 
whole Dominion. What the Constitu- 
tion really enables the denominational 
minority of JUiy province to do is to ap- 
l)eal from the majority of that iiarticu- 
lar province to the majority of the 
whole Dominion. This on the face of it 
seems to be a wise provision of the Con- 
stitution, for the luajoi-ity of a province 
are for ninny reasons far [more likely 
to treat the minority unfairly than are 
the majority of the whole Dominion. 

The question naturally arises, has not 
the majority of each province the right 
to treat the denominational minority 
unfairly if it sees fit to do so? Is not its 
authority within its own sphere absolute 
and unlimited? As re},'ar(is education, 
the uutlioiity of the Province is not 
absolute and unlimited. By the bar- 
gain which the jirovinces have made 
they have exjiressly and in terms limit- 
ed their authority on this subject of 
etlucalion. Provision is made in the 
bargain which each of them lias made 
for the protection of the denominational 
minority. In the case of Manitoba the 
terms of the , bargain are excep- 
tionally strong as regards education. 
And it is in strict accordance with those 
terms that the case of the minority is 
about to be submitted to the Parliament 
of the Dominion. The i'arllamentoi tin; 
Dominion is the Irilmnal which the Prov- 
ince of Manitoba itselfluis cliosen to set- 
tleall disputes with respect to denomin- 
ationul education between its Protestant 
and Roman Catholic inhabitants. Is it 
to avoid a reference to that tribunal or 
to influence its decision that the general 
election has l)een lield? It is evident to 
every man of coniinoii .sense that the 
election, whatever may be its result, does 
not affect the merits of the dispute be- 
tween the majority and the minority, 
nor does it change in tlie slightest de- 
gree the terms under which Manitoba 
entered the confederation or diminish 
the obligation of tlie jieojile antl the 
Government of Manitoba to carry out 
those terms to the letter and in good 
faith. 



REORGANIZED. 



The I'ountry is to bt; coii^'ratiilatcd on 
the fact that tlie Cabinet has been re- 
organized, and that the Premier is able 
to meet Parliament with everyplace in 
his Government filled. It is not for us 
to say, with the very iiieagro informa- 
tion that has reached us, whether tlie 
clissonsions that divided the (Tovi'rnmeiit 
and disheartened the Conservative ))arty 
could have been avoided by tact and 
mutual forbearance; but it is 
satisfactory to know that the 
difiiculty was almost wholly per- 
sonal in its nature and that 
tlie liis.igreciiients did not extend to any 
(piestion of iiriiicijile ox to any impor- 
tant matter of j)ublic jiolicy. Jlr. Fos- 
ter, in the statement which he made in 
tlie House of Commons, speaking for 
the members who had resigned as well 
as himself, said : 

•'1 may say, in the first place, that 
there is no disagreement among our- 
selves and t'le Premier on any (jiu'stion 
of public jiolicy, trade or constitutional, 
Willi regard to wliicli action lias been 
already taken, or in respect to which an 
attitude lias been assiiiiied by the Oov- 
ernnient under the jireseiit Premier. I 
beg also to say tliat we retain our 
firm belief in the princijiles and jiolicy 
of the Liberal-Conservative jiarty witii 
which we are in entire accord, and of 
which, in common with others, we 
have been and will remain the c.tpon- 
ents in so far as our ability admits. We 
have lost none of our confidence 
in the sound and healthy condition of 
the Liberal-Conservative party of 
Canada or of our belief thatitembodies a 
policy which the majority of the elector- 
ate considers essential to the continued 
welfare and iirogress of the country, or 
of our laith that under firm and prudent 
leadership it will come back triumphant 
from the pnll.«. In that respect I am 
fully in accord in sentiment and feeling 
with my lute colleagues. 

The Premier in his speech of explan- 
ation and justification admitted that all 
that .Mr. I'oster said on tliis liead was 
perfectly true. Althougli all friends of 
the Conservative party must regret 
that the members of the Government 
should 80 seriously disagree in minor 
matters they must -feel gratified that in 
all that concerns the prosperity, jiro- 
gress and harmony of the people ol tlie 
Dominion they are in unison. The crisis 
has come and is gone, and as far as is 
known there has been no (iefection from 
the ranks of the party in Parliameni,. 
Althougli Mr. Wallace does not agree 
with the Government on the school 
(luestion, in all other matters he is as 
sound a Conservative as ever he was. 
It is more tlian likely that the late dis- 
turbance, as it was superficial, will leave 
behind it no ill cfl'ects. The jiarty, un- 
der the leadership of so experienceil and 
so able a statesman asSirOharlesTupper, 
will soon recover any ground it may 
have lost and be able to go to the coun- 
try with nn assurance of victory. 

It is to be observed that the Liberal 
parly, even while the Government was 
weakened l)y internal dissensions, 
have not gained strength in 
the country. The by-elections 
lead to the conclusion that when Mr. 
Laurier is deprived one of his political 
faces he and his party will be weaker 
than ever th6y were. They have done 
literally nothing lo win the eonfidc-nce 
of the elcctor.'ite. Dodging on the tiade 
question and acting a double part on tlie 
school <|uestion are tho tactics of a jiarty 
wliich has really no policy and which 
feels itself to be weak in the country. 



WORDS OF WISDOM. 

The manly ana feeling statement 
which Sir Mackenzie Powell made in 
the Senate in explanfition of the .politi- 
cal situation and in justification of the 
course which he had pursued contains 
the following passage ivell wor- 
thy the careful study of every man and 
woman in Canada who lias the welfare 
of the country at heart. Speaking of 
the great issue before the country the 
stout-hearted, loyal and venerable Pre- 
mier said : 

Let me say this, and I hope it will not 
be considered a reflection on some of my 
party, but I mean precisely what I say — 
the crisis to a certain extent has been 
brought about because, having a great 
question before the country, the prom- 
inent men who were most interested in 
having it settled did not come forward 
anil render that assistance that I say un- 
der the circumstances |)articularly they 
should have lione, no matter at what 
personal sacrifice it may have been. It 
was not in Ontario a iight for any par 
ticular priiicijile that they held so dear 
but it was a light for tin 
conslilulioii of the country. 11 
was a light to iix firmly ujion the 
minds of tlio jieonle that under no cir- 
cuinstani-es could any province be per- 
mitted to infringe on the rights and 
privileges of any portion of its people, 
no matter wluil individual ojiinion may 
be or may have been upon the questions 
which divided them. 1 look forward 
with verj' grave apprehension to the 
time when any one province shall be 
permitted by the federal power to in- 
terfere with and deprive any portion of 
its people of rights which are guaran- 
teed lo them by the constitution. 
Whatevijr may be the position of the 
Catholic portion oi tlie people of Mani- 
toba to-day, although I may say that 1 
have great faith in the wisdom 
and patrioti.'iui of my I'^rench-Canadian 
fellow-citizens of the Province of tiue- 
Ijec, still I say that what is tlie fate of a 
minoritv in one jirovince to-day may bo 
the fate of another minority and an- 
other creed in another provinc(>, to-mor- 
row. That unfortunate condition may 
be brought about by the very fact 
that a majority is permitted to in- 
terfere with and deprive a minority 
of their rights. If we i|esire to make 
this a great and united country, if we 
desire to see one homogeneous people 
living together in peace and haimony, 
we have to learn to respect individual 
opinion and the sacred rightsguaranteed 
to tliem, either imjilied or direct, in Ihe 
constitution. These are the views which 
I hold on this (lUestion. 1 yield not m> 
own individual views upon politi('al or 
religious iiue.stions lo any man. I live 
in a country in which it is our ])leasnre 
to bo able to say that the crown and the 
country recognize the rights <if everyone 
of its .subjects. No matter where those 
rights are infringed, in any part of the 
world, it is the duty, and not only the 
duly but it has been Ihe iiolicy, of the 
mighty power <>f the emjiire to protect 
those rights, and 1 hope that the time 
will never come when tho rigiits and 
privileges of any British subject can be 
interfered with in any part of the world 
with impunity. No doubt there is much 
more than I could say on that subject, 
but I do not propose to do so at the 
present moment . 

These are words bf wisdom and should 

he well considered by patriotic Canadians 
in all the iirovinces. If one province con 
siders itself justified in rejiudiating its 
constitutional obligations so can another. 
And if tlie provinces are permitted to 
disregard or violate the terms of confed- 
eration what is to hinder the Federal 
Government disregarding its jiart of the 
agreement? The province which 
either violates or evades any 
provision of the fetieral comjiact 
cannot consistently hold the Dominion 
( iovernnieiil strictly to its obligations 
The only way to make Canadians i 
thoroughly united people and to keep 
the members of the Confederation firm- 
ly and closely bound together is for 
every loyal Canadian to insist u])on it 
that every conilition of the terms of 
union he strictly respected by all tl 
Provinces, great and simUl. If the Con- 
stitution is found to be unworkable, let 
it be altered and amended in the proper 
constitutional way; until that is done 
let it be made a matter of conscience by 
all patriotic Canadians to maintain it in 
its integrity.

"\Vi>'xiPEo, Jan. 10. — (Special)— Ke- 
vised returns of the Manitoba elections 
show that the Green way government 
will have thirty straight suiijiorters on 
their general jiolicy in the new legisla- 
ture, the cotiibined opposition, Coii- 
servatives, Patrons and Independents, 
only numbering nine, viz., four Con- 
servatives, two Patrons and three Inde- 
jiundents. 

Both the Patron members are with 
the government on their schools policy, 
iiid the Dau])liin election, to Ije held 
ne.Kt week, will probably go Liberal, 
making a total vole of ;ii5 to 7 for 
national schools, three more than the 
last house. Of the Independents elected 
Fisher and I'rendcrgast arc Liberals 
but are opposed to Jlr. Greenway on the 
school (lucstioa. Three seats were in 
doubt up to this morning, and two of 
these liavo returned Greenway men. 

The election of James liiddell gov- 
ninient, in Lome by 14 votes, is an- 
ther government»gain. In Turtle Moun- 
tain, Hettle, government, was elected by 
a small majority over Miller, opposi- 
tion. James Pisher, independent I/ib- 
cral, has been returned for Russell over 
Almack, government, liy 'I'l majority. 
Mslicr is ill favor of remedial legislation 
for the Catholic minority. 

Kohlin, leader of the opposition, had 
the magiiilicetit majority of in yes- 
terday '.s elections for Woodlands, his 
opijonent losing his dejiosil. The Nor'- 
We.ster i)oints out that in the constitu- 
encies of Kussell and Portage la Prairie, 
where the ojiposition candidates had 
su])ported remedial legislation onstraight 
lines, j)ractical victories were scored, 
Fisher having 22 majority over the gov- 
ernment candidate in Kussell, and Hon. 
Robert Watson only getting 11 majority 
in Portage.

The lollow'ing is ' a further instiiluieut 
o£ the admirable and erudite addiess re- 
cently delivered before the Mainhiiid 
Teachers' Association at A'uncouvor by 
Hon. Col. Baker: 

Now there are one or two most inter- 
esting points in these iita<ios of evolution, 
tolS'hichI should spt'ciuUy liUo to call 
yoijT attention. I" the earliest develop- 
ments which passed from the Protozoic 
to the Metazoic, there arose a most im- 
portant event. The numerous jiroto- 
plasmie cells groui)ed themselves into 
the form of a skin, si)herical 
in shape and hollow, which 
may conveniently be represented by 
a hollow India rubber ball with an air- 
hole in it. This spherical protoj^lasmiu 
skin 1ms been aiven the name of a " blas- 
toderm" or germ skin. Then by the 
process of what is called inva^iiuilion, 
one side of the blastodorni was ]iiessed 
in so as to form a cup, and one iialf of 
the skill Was thus Ijroufjhl into con- 
tiict with the other half. A fur- 
ther development or iiressiiio of 
invagination, and the opening of 
the cup was reduced iintii it assumed 
the form of a sack. The outer skin of 
tliis sack is called the epiblast; the 
inner skin of the sack is called the liy])o- 
blast; and the intervening space he 
tweentbe.two is the musoblast. This 
siniple forrnation which came into being 
80 nsanyi many millions of years ago 
was the archetype of our own bodies in 
ihe'preseiit 'day — in point of fact, each 
of us represents a blastoderm with 
fittings. Our skin, you must remem- 
ber, is not only an outer skin, but it is 
continued into the mouth and down the 
throat and throughout the whole 
of the inside. Our outer skin, 
with all its complicated ner- 
vous system, is the ejjiblast, 
our inner skin inside the hotly is the 
hypoblast, and between the two the 
protoplasmic cells have been busy 
organizing themselves under dif- 
ferent architects, foremen and 
artixans, to build up the corpuscles oi 
our, blood, our veins, our nerves, our 
bones and muscles, to form the meso- 
blast, wh'de in the interior of the sack, 
that is inside the body, similar proto- 
plasmic cells have been biiilding up the 
stomach and organs of sustenance — in 
fact every part of the body is made up 
of groups of protoplasmic cells. So then 
you see tliat this primitive blastoderm 
which canio into heing about seventy 
millions of years ago was our ancestor, 
and we ''an tlierefore boast of a veiy 
long pedigree. All animals have sprung 
from this simple organism, ant) scien- 
tists can distinctly trace many stages of 
wonderful process. 

Great strides have been made in our 
knowledge of evolution during the last 
fifty years in consctiuence of extended 
discoveries of fossil remains in various 
parts of the world, which have brought 
to light many missing links, and liave 
tevealed to us the skeletons of numer- 
ous animals whicli were living during 
the Cenozoic and other periods. By 
"comparative anatomy scientists are en- 
abled to trace the evolution of various 
animals from a lower to a iiigiier order 
of being, and also to grouj) them into 
genera and species. The stores of science 
were greatly enriched in this direction a 
few years ago by a discovery of fossil re- 
mains belonging to the upper Miocene 
formation, at Pikermi in Greece. In a 
space of only three Imndred by sixty 
yards of gravel in the bed of a mountain 
stream there were found an extraordin- 
ary number of fossil bones of huge 
animals. There were two kinds of 
rhinosceros, larger than any 
which exist in the present day. 
The megatherium, which is larger 
than an elephlant, the great 
helidothcrium, which is far larger 
than (jur giralle, the dinotherium, or 
large tap!', the clialicotherium, or huge 
pig, the Uiachairodus, a great sabre- 
tootiied tiger more than twice the size of 
our present tiger, the hi])parion, or early 
form of horrx', all these were found in 
great profusion, l)esides numbers of 
smallor animals, many of which are now 
extinct. 

It was evident that all these animals 
must liave been driven together through 
terror cauxod by some convulsion of 
nature, and liiey were then swept away 
by a mountain torrent and buried among 
the gravel iind debris cstijried down by 
the stol-nii to be afterwards resurrected 
by. thehandsof naan in order that thev 
might 'foar witness to the historyof the 
world of two million years ago. 

It is by nieans of bu(^1i discoveries, not 
only'at Pikermi Init in other pans of 
the worldi espet'ially in Colorado and 
the South of l'"rani'c, that we liave been 
enabled to trace the interesting history 
of the evolution of our coiiinion friend 
the horse, and all the stages of develop- 
ment are so clear and so remarkable 
that I cannot give you better evidence of 
the truth of the evolutionary hy))otlie- 
sis than by a description of the process. 

The prineijjal credit of this history is 
due to Prof. Marsh, of Yale University, 
who has discovered no less than thirty 
stages of equine development, and I will 
describe seven of them* 

The flrflt Of the Bering is as small as a 
fox, and the fossils were found in Col- 
orado in the lower Kocent; formation 
dating back probably six millions of 
years, and in consequence the name of 
Eobiiipus has been given to it. This 
(larly ancestor of the liorse had four toes 
or lingers and the rudiments of a thumb 
on each of its fore feet and three toes on 
each of itfJ hind feet. 

As wo ascend into the upper Eocene 
formation We come to the Orohippus, or 
mountain horse, which is somewliat 
larger than the Eohippus, and now we 
*fihd that the thumb has disappeared 
. ;tind,the.equ.ivalent to our middle finger 
' is becoming elongated. 

As we move higher in the stmta into 
the Miocene formation we find a third 
genus c:dU'd the .Mesoliippus, which is 
nearly as larue as a sheep. In this ani- 
mal the fourth toe has disappeared and 
the middle toe is still elongating and 
the other toes are shrinking, thus show- 
ing that the transition stage is in pro- 
gress. . . ,

Mesoliippus disapjiears, but a fourth 
form, the .Mioliippus, is found, which is 
very similar lo a form of horse called 
the Ancliitheriuin in Europe. The size 
is increasing and the middld toe con- 
tinues to elon.;ate and the other toes to 
shrink. 

.\s we ascend to the lower Pliocene 
formation wo Iind another stage in the 
evolution of the horse, the Protoliiiiims, 
which '.;ow becomes as large as an ass. 
There are still three toes on the feet, 
but only the middle one now touches 
the ground. . This genus is found not 
only in America; but in Europe, under 
the name of Hipnarion. 

Still ascending in the formations to 
the middle Pliocene we find the Pliohip- 
puB, on wliich the two siile toes 
have shrunk uj) out of sight, 
and when we pass into the iqiper 
Pliocene formation, we come to the true 
Equus of the ]iresont age, which still 
show the remnants of two of its former 
toes, but they have shrunk up to those 
insignilicant apiiendages which we call 
s|)lints in the horses' legs of the present 
day. So you observe that the horse's 
forefoot, from the knee downwards, was 
originally the niitklle toe of which the 
nail is now the hoof. 

I have only alluded to these various 
stages to the change which hag taken 

Elace in the feet, but there have 
een changes in other bones and in the 
teeth of the equine tribe, which are 
equally important as witnesses to the 
undoubted connection of a lower with 
a higher develoj)nient of the same 
genera. In fact the jiedigree of the 
horse can he traced 1 lack for about six 
millions of years, and we find it always 
rising into a higher order of being. 

Brielly then we learn that the physical 
condition of living things has been 
steadily advancing upon an upward 
scale over an estimated jieriod of a|)- 
proxiniately one hundred millions of 
years from the primitive protoplasmic 
cell uj) to I ho highest of created Ijeiiigs in 
the present day in the form of num. And 
there is a most curious and interesting 
point in this wonderful process, and that 
is that if we select any ])artiCUlarolian- 
ism at any time during all these millions 
of years, we find the whole history of 
the evolution of that organism up to that 
time, rjpeated from beginning to end in 
the short period of' a few weeks — or at 
most a few months — which are neces- 
sary for its embryonic develop- 
mont. In fact, embryology gives 
UH a short history of evolution. 
This is called Ontogeny, or the develop- 
ment of the individual, in distinction to 
Phylogeny, or the development of the 
tribe of which the individual forms a 
part, and it is one of the gr^^at mvsteries 
of life. 

It is now time to turn from the physi 
cal to the psychical condition of life, or 
the evolution of mind. 

It is customary to suppose that reason 
is the peculiar attribute of man, and 
that animals are only guided by instinct, 
but when wc attempt to d(;fine the 
boantlary between reason and instinct it 
becomes so blurred as to be indistin- 
guishable, and if we try to fix the zero 
of reason we have to kcej) pushing it 
back and back until it touches the gene- 
sis of life. Hut taking that as our zero 
we can graduate the scale of i)sycliical 
evolution up to the highest intellect of 
the present day,

measure to the location of the above 
light, and that it is invisible from the 
most freijuented quarters. It is also 
stated that the above is the opinior^ of 
the majority of the marine men, and 
that Captain Gaudin, as » practical 
mariner, was one of those opposed to the 
selection at the time the site was chosen. 

In reference to the alwve 1 beg to 
state, that the site was selected by the 
late S. N. Gislxjrne, superintendent of 
tl7e Dominion telegni'ph service, Capt. 
Devereux and myself; and \V. P. An- 
ihnson (engineer of the marint! depart- 
ment), who was here a few years ago on 
a tour of inspection, wasciuite satislie^i 
with the selection of the site. The 
masters of the various steamships and 
Capt. Roberts of the C. P. N. Co., who 
have navigated those waters, have all 
expressed themselves as satislied with 
the site at Oarmanah, being higher and 
more prominent than Bonilla. I. may 
mention alfio 'tliat at^Bonjlla P6fnt there 
is titfpatiaingj |herS,6feiKg'"A riinss of reefs 
and rocks ftpd' the ojily lldvaSitaKes that 
would be derived by having it 
there would be that the light 
wouUI bo seen further up the Straits. 

That the unfortunate Bcamcn who 
were cast ashore from the Janet Cowan 
were not able to sec the light from the 
scene of the wreck is a fact to be de- 
jilored ; but it must be borne in mind 
that a lighthouse is erected as u guide 
and warning to mariners who are navi- 
gating tlie adjacent waters, and not to 
those who are already on shore.

I shall not comment upon that state- 
ment.

government lx!c;tuse it had too many 
members, and for which they, as well as 
myself, were res))onsi hie, and are re- 
sponsible, to-day. 1 may add here that 
the instances which my iioii. friend who 
leads the opjiosition referred to the other 
day ai(> not, i think, and I say it rer 
si)ectfull\-, at all parallel with the pres- 
ent case before tlie country. 

-Mr. Si;ott— ! did not profess that they 
«ere. There was justification. There 
are instances, but not panillel instances. 

soM I-: i'i;i;ci:i)i;.NTS. 
Sir ^Mackenzie Howell — Tliere are in- 
stances of resignations, but not in- 
stances <il the i>eculiar character which 
chiu-aeterizes these resignations. I have 
precedentH with whici; I shall not weary 
the House further then to recite one or 
two, which I think ought to be accepted 
by "'even those gentlemen who have left 
tbe government for this, among other

U was not in Ontario a fight for 
my jiarticular principle that they 
held so dear, but it was a light 
for the constitution of the country. It 
was a fight , to' fix firmly upon the 
minds of the neople that under no cir- 
eiiinstancea could any province be per- 
mitted to infringe on the rights and 
[irivileges of any portion of its people, 
no matter what individual opinion may 
"je or may have been upon the ipiestions 
which diviile<l them. 1 look forward 
with very gnive aiiprehensioii to the 
time when any one province shall he 
lienuitted Ly the federal power to inter- 
fere with and deprive! any portion of its 
Jieople of rights which are guaranteed to 
them by the constitution. Whatever 
may he the position of the Catholic por- 
tion of the people of Manitoba to-day, 
although I may say that I have great 
faith in the wisdom and patriotism of 
mj' French-Canadian fellow-citizens of 
the province of Quebec, still I say that 
what is the fate of a minority in one pro- 
vince to-day may he the fate of another 
minority and another creed in another 
jirovince to-morrow. That unfortunate 
condition maybe brought about by the 
very f;ict that ;t, majority is iiermitted to 
interfere with and tleprive a minority 
of their rights. If we desire to make 
this a great and united country, it we 
de.sire to see one homogeneous jieojile 
living together in iieace and harmony, 
we have to learn to resjiect individual 
opinion and the sacred rights guaranteed 
to them, either implied or direct, in the 
constitution. These are theviews which 
1 hold on this question. I yield not my 
own individual views upon political or 
religious questions to any man. I live 
in a country in which it is our pleasure 
to 1)0 able to say that the crown and the 
country recognize the rights of everyone 
of its subjects. No matter where those 
rights iire infringed, in any part of the 
world, it is the duly, and not only the 
duty hut it has been the iiolicy, of the 
mighty power of the empiie lo protect 
those rights, :uid I hope that the time 
will ii,:'ver c e.uc when the rights and 
privile.i.'es of any Hritish subject can be 
interfered with in any jiart of the world 
with impunity. No doubt there is much 
more that 1 could say on that subject, 
but I ilo not jiroiiose to do so at tlie jires- 
ent uioment.

There is, however, one (piestion more 
connected with the all'airs of the govern- 
ment to which I think I may fairly re 
fer, in order to place myself right before 
the country. A debate took place in an- 
other part of this parliament yesterday 
in reference to an unfortunate disiigiee- 
iiiont, not only a disagreement, hut one 
iirisiiu: from anoiiyiiioiis letters which 
were received by me charging one of my 
colle;igues with miscoiiduet. It has becii 
so imt by some ])eoi)le :is to lead to the 
conclusicui that I had something to ilo 
with this nefarious transaction. The 
facts are si;',i)ly these, and after stating 
them 1 shall leave it to the house and 
the country to judge how far I was justi- 
fied in the course 1 pursued. 'You will 
find that we were sworn into oflice 
iilter the death of the Kight Hon. Sir 
John Thompson, on the 21st of Decem- 
ber, ISfil, in the city of Montreal. I re- 
ceived an anonymous letter fro.u Mon- 
treal dated ISth Deceiiilier, IS'.H, just 
three days before the governnieiil bad 
been swcu'ii into fillice, charging 
-ir .Adolphe ( 'lU'ou with cert;iiii 
lerelicl.ioii of dutv, which, if 
■ rr:-. 1 to be true, would end his 
]iolitical life. That letter was not sent 
to His lv\cell(;ncy as has biuui stated in 
the iiews|);ipers, nor wm-e eitheroi them 
sent to the ( ioveruoi'-( ieiieral. Tliiiv 
were sent to mi; ;is the he;id of the gov- 
ernment. 1 at once placed that letter 
ill the hands of Sir Adolphe Ciiron,as it 
was my duty to do. He produced 
iitlidavits and evidence to show 
that th(i charges which had been laid 
against him were untrue, to my satishic- 
tion, jiiid to the satishiction of other 
parties whose names need not he intro- 
duced in a debate of this kind. During 
the sunimor Sir .\dolphe informed me 
that he luul some suspicions as to the 
writer. He said that die had sent the 
letters ti.i an exjiert and a detectivi! in 
.Vow York in order to ascertain whether 
the anonymous letters bore any charac- 
teristics of the letters which accom- 
IKiniod them. That report came back, 
and he showed it to me. I road it careful- 
ly, and I confess it was rather an ingeni- 
ous report, and my reply to Sir Adolphe 
Caron was this: " We know very little 
about expressions of this kind, nor do 
I conceive it possible that a colleague 
would write a letter of that kind to an- 
other colleague, and I would suggest to 
you the jn'opriety of disabusing your 
miml upon a ipiestion of that kind." I 
throw the env(dop(> in the waste basket, 
and Jost it. I am in the habit , as I su])- 
])()se most men In my jiosition are, of 
receiving anonymous letters, continual- 
ly liiidiiig fault with my colleagues, and 
giving information. As anile they go 
into the waste basket or into l,lie lii'e. 
On the 9tli of November, ISOf), I receiv- 
ed another letter jmrporting to come 
from the samo party. That I handed to 
Sir Adolphe Oaron. Comparing it with 
the first, he said they were the same. 
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that .Sir Adolphe Caron had accused one 
of his colleagues of writing them. I 
told him he should bo careful about 
using such an expression, that I doubt- 
ed the truth of it, although such letters 
h^d been w.ritten. That same evening 
another member of parliament came to 
my residence and asked me about the 
letters. I askeii him how he obtained 
such information. The only answer 
was that it was the common talk in the 
Albany Club, in the city of Toronto. I 
then came to the conclusion that it 
would ultimately get into the jiross, and 
that my tluty to my colleague was to in- 
form him of the fact, and I did so the 
next day. There is tho whole historv, 
so far as I am concerned, of that trans- 
action. Mr. Montague, I do not 
blame him for it, felt very much 
annoyed and chagrined, and said, 
" Why did yoji, not toll me 
this before?" I said, "For the simple 
reason I have no desire to create any 
animosity or ill-feeling between you and 
yopr collearaes." And more than that, 
when Sir Adolphe Caron told mo that he 
intended to lay the matter before the 
Governor-* ienend, I advised him not to 
do so, for the reason that 1 knew he 
would create a disturbance, :uiil in all 
probiibility lead to the severance of these 
two geiitleiiieii, which must necessarily 
:' dlow if the statements were true. I 
was under the iniiiression, and aiii still, 
that we bad quite enough difliculties to 
coiiteiid with in the country, without 
importing into it a personal dis.agree- 
ment of this character. I expressed the 
opinion at the time, on both occasions, 
and I express it now, that I could not 
conceive it possible that any man having 
any regard tor his own reputation, hav- 
ing regard for the solemn oath which he 
had taken as a privy councillor, could, 
by any possibility, be guilty of writing 
anonymous letters, and therefore I 
treated it in the manner that I have in- 
dicated to the house, until 1 heard that 
it had become the common talk of the 
city of Toronto, aud then I deemed it 
my duty to in form my colleagues of what 
had been said. 

A I'l.OSI.Vd STATE.MENT. 

1 think I may close by stating what it 
is projiosed to do. 1 do so with a great 
deal of ditiiifeiice, because I would much 
rather retire from public life than go 
through once more the ordeal through 
which 1 luivo gone during the last week 
or ten ilays. if my retirement from 
otlicial life will aid in the perpetuation 
of the principles of the Conservative 
party, and keep it where I think it ought 
to be — that is to say, in power — it would 
be a matter of small moment to me 
whether I retire from the position which 
1 hold, or whether I leave political life 
altogether; but as long as I am in 
this position I propose to act in a 
strictly constitutional manner, and to do 
only that which is believed to be con- 
stitutional and justified by precedent. 
Should I be defeated, either in the 
House or at the polls, it will be an hon- 
orable tiefeat ; liut to go down now, after 
having been attacked in this manner, 
would, 1 consider, be dishonorable, and 
leave a stain upon my reputation which 
i do not desire to hand down to my 
family. I therefore beg to state that 
after several interviews witli the 
Governor-General respecting the resig- 
na.tion of seven of my colleagues from 
the Cabinet, I yesterday -waited upon 
liis Excellency for the purpose of ten- 
dering my resignation. His Excellency, 
however, intimated that he was not at 
that moment prepared to receive it. 
The chief reason for this attitude on the 
part of His lOxcellency is that tbe 
S|)eech from the throne, although pre- 
sented to parliament, has not yet been 
considered nor an expression irif opinion 
given by parliament upon it. It is re- 
garded by His Lxcellency as unfitting 
that the Premier, iis the head of the ;iil- 
miiiistratioii and responsible for that 
speech, should not have a full opjior- 
tunity of reviewing the situation and 
testing the feelings of parliament there- 
on . I nder these circumstances, I deem 
it my iluty to endeavor as far as in me 
lies to reorganize the government. 
(Cheers.) 

.Let mesaytlihs, to close, that although 
I am not now going to jiledge myself 
juihlicly to the details of any measure 
which iiiiiv be ])i opjosed in [);irliament , I 
« ish it ilistinctly understood that wliat- 
(iver goveniuu'ii t is formed, if I am to 
he its leader, must be formed on the ba- 
sis of the iiriiicililes enunciated in the 
speech from the throne. (Loud cheers.) 
Ot herwise, I fil,:ill not consent to be con- 
nected with any body id' men who are 
not prepared to cany out iuid hold in- 
violable the pledges which were then 
solemnly made to parliament. (Cheers.)

The Situation Docliired to Be Un- 
bearable— Interests of the Island 
Serionsly Injured. 



Spanish Government Called On 
at Once Place More Men 
in the Field. 



to 



Ha vAx.v, Jan. 16.— There was consider- 
able excited comment yesterday and to- 
day over the wording of an editorial 
which appeared in the Diarie dol la 
Marina yesterday, containing some sen- 
sational statements and heiided " An 
Unbearable Situation." The editorial 
declared tho time had come for tho gov- 
ernment officials to admit that the 
situation was really serious, and entreat- 
ed the government to change its present 
policy and, if necessary, put more men 
in the field, claiming that the revolution 
w as annihilating the island. 

Several small skirmishes in addition 
(o those already reported have taken 
place in the province of Matanzaa. In 
the most serious of these the insurgents 
lost seven killed, nve wounded, and the 
troops lost three killed and four 
wounded. 

With the exception of a lively skirm- 
ish between the forces under Gener.il 
lAKjue and the insurgents in I'inar'del 
Kio, tliere was not an engagement re- 
ported to-day. Cioniez is said to have 
camiied last night at a point near Guan- 
ajay, between thiayaba and San Dimas, 
and seems to have evaded his pursuers, 
as notliing is said of any further leases 
inflicted upon him. 

Tlio insurgents in Pinar del Kio, who 
were reported yesterday to have tliuir 
safety seriously compromised by the 
movements and fresh stations of the 
troops are ranging far and wide over 
tliat jirovince, ap])arently at will. There 
is not much damage reported along their 
route, except to railroad property, aa 
the people of the Vuelta Ahajo district 
are, for the most part very frientily to 
the insurgent cause and offer no o]>]josi- 
tion to their progress. 

General Lucpie has nuirched towards 
Angostura, a vilhige south of San Cris- 
tobal, near whicli point he met the iu- 
sui-gent vanguard, whicli had already 
left the night's camp. The main force 
of the insurgents, however, had not yet 
come up. Twelve scouts were captured 
and General Luque then proceeded for- 
ward. He reports that he surprised the 
enemy in their camp- The insurgents, 
however, seem to have made a |iliicky 
stand, and the battle raged liercely for 
two hours. 

Another rejiort of the encounter with 
Maximo Gomez at a point near Sebaru- 
cal has been received. This time tien. 
Prat reports that he had an engaijeinent 
with ilaxinio Gome/., and that he put 
the Cuban forces to tlight.

Tliis spreads the 
entire jiayment over a period i>l' 120 
days instead of forty days, and lessens 
the danger of a critical distnrljance of 
tlu^ money market. Eversince tlie open 
call for subs(!riptions to the new loan 
was made coiisiilerable anxiety has been 
manifested by conservative financiers.
